_ Absentee Workers to Get Less Gas 
__ A four million gallon “leak” has been 
_ plugged by O.P.A. to halt wide-spread 
" misuse of rationed gasoline. All absentee 
war workers can go gadding about the 

‘southland on their own feet or on street 

cars and busses but the Office of Price 

Administration isn't interested in giving 

‘them gasoline for that purpose. 

Hitting directly at the misuse of gas 
rations by light-hearted workers absent 
from their benches or offices, Ed A. Poehl- 
monn, OPA assistant district rationing 

"executive said a mouthful last week that 
sounded exactly like this: 

"Gasoline lost through misuse is just as 
detrimental to the rationing program as 
that which leaks out through black 
market operations. Therefore every case 
of absenteeism will be reported to Trans- 
portation Committees and thoroughly in- 
vestigated while a record will be kept to 
spot repeaters’. 

If a worker has a renewal for gasoline 
coming up April Ist and his record shows 
12 days absent during the previous 
month his renewal application will be 
moved ahead 12 days. 

It is felt that this new ruling by OPA 
will halt much of the failures to appear 
on the job. 

Note: There is no reason to be worned 
about the value of your “A” coupon. lt 
is still good for THREE gallons .. . BUT 
the coupon must last you longer. The 
amount of gasoline remains at three gal- 
lons but the time element has been in- 
creased.
